Keeneland Stud and Black Brocade 


. Three Grand Mares 


UST short of thirty years ago the foundation 
of the present day Keeneland Stud had its 
formation. The late J. O. Keene was among a 
rather large group of Americans at the December 
Sales of 1916 at the Park Paddocks, Newmarket, 
England, inspecting and buying a large number 
of horses. Some of these were for his own ac- 
count, others for friends, and some to be sold in 
America the next year. 


Altogether Mr. Keene purchased 37 head. Most 
of them (27) were weanlings to be disposed of 
upon arrival in America. Among the eight fillies 
purchased from 2 to 4 years of age were three 
that were to re-make the century-old Keeneland 
Stud, on which horses had been bred and raised 
since 1784. 


*Scrutiny, by Ballot 


CCORDING to the catalogue the first of the 
three to be bought was Scrutiny (No. 160), 
a bay mare by the American Ballot, out of the St. 
Amant mare, Investigation, from the Mayonaise 
branch of the great No. 3 family. *Scrutiny car- 
ried to these shores in utero a filly by Ampelion, 
later to become the good mare Inquiry. The lat- 
ter produced for Mr. Keene 10 foals and 10 win- 
ners, including Sandy Ford, winner of the Dixie 
Handicap and more than $50,000. Today at Keene- 
land Stud may be seen Eponine and Inverine, win- 
ning daughter and grand-daughter of Inquiry. 


*Carene, by Grey Leg 


HE second of the three head which were des- 
tined to re-make the famous Keeneland Stud 
was catalogue number 230, a grey filly by Grey 
Leg from Mi-Careme, by Desmond, and later 
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named *Carene. When bred to Luke McLuke, the 
distance running son of Ultimus, *Carene produced 
the stakes-winning mare Alice Blue Gown. When 
retired to the breeding paddocks Alice Blue Gown 
produced seven winners, including the stakes win- 
ners Battleship Gray and the amazingly fast Car- 
lisia. A daughter of Alice Blue Gown is now at 
Keeneland Stud with her first foal. She is the 
winning filly Blue and Gray, a full-sister to Car- 
lisia. 


*Black Brocade, by Neil Gow 


N Wednesday, December 6, entered the sales 

ring the mare for which Mr. Keene was look- 
ing. Nearing the end of the day’s activities was 
number 449, a black mare, 4-year-old, named 
Black Brocade and consigned by Major Leonard 
Brassey. She was by Neil Gow, a son of Chelan- 
dry, and was out of Black Velvet, by the Isinglass 
stallion Veles. The second dam was the great 
Black Duchess, a worthy representative of the 
Antiope branch of the Number 3 family. Black 
Duchess had produced Bay Ronald, ancestor of 
Bayardo, Dark Ronald, Gainsborough, and *Ted- 
dy’s dam Rondeau. Black Duchess’ grand-daugh- 
ter, Blanche, was the dam of the great sire Bland- 
ford. Doubling up Black Duchess in a pedigree 
produced *Mahmoud, the English Derby winner 
and very successful sire. *Mahmoud is by a son 
of Blandford and out of a mare by Gainsborough. 


*Black Brocade, in foal to Catmint, was knocked 
down to Mr. Keene for the amazingly small sum 
of 50 pounds. The following year, at Keeneland 
Stud, she dropped a filly, later to be named 
Barenka and who produced the stakes winner 
Moralist.

Fi gandg! this time Mr. Keene acquired the stal- 
lion Luke McLuke. The son of Ultimus and 
the Trenton mare Midge had won the Belmont 
and Carlton Stakes and the Kentucky Handicap, 
and had never been out of the money. *Black 
Brocade was to have five foals by Luke McLuke 
during her lifetime. They were all winners and 
three were stakes winners. The first, a colt foaled 
in 1918, became Pagan Pan, a winner and sire of 
stakes winners. 

The second foal of this combination arrived in 
1919. A beautiful chestnut filly named Jeanne 
Bowdre, a winner of 10 races, including the Gold- 
en Rod Handicap, for Mr. Keene. Jeanne Bowdre 
was the last foal of *Black Brocade bred by Mr. 
Keene for she had found a new home at Elmen- 
dorf Farm where she produced to Luke McLuke 
the stakes winners Shuffle Along (25 wins), Mr. 
Sponge (34 wins), and the winner and producer 
Negrina . 

*Black Brocade had only two filly foals by Luke 
McLuke, Jeanne Bowdre, who remained at Keene- 
land Stud, and Negrina, at Elmendorf Farm. 

Armful, a daughter of Negrina, by Chance Shot 
and therefore a sister in blood to Jeanne Bowdre’s 
son Grand Slam, went to the Calumet Farm al- 
most adjoining Keeneland Stud where her family 
had started their career in this country. For Calu- 
met Farm Armful produced four foals through 
1942. Three of these were winners and included 
the Bull Lea gelding Armed, once a lead pony 
on the farm, now winner of $270,800, and with a 
long career on the track ahead of him.

S° it may be seen that *Black Brocade, her 
daughters and her grand-daughters have pro- 
duced and are still producing horses of the high- 
est class. A point of interest also is the fact 
that every colt descended from *Black Brocade 
that has gone into the stud has become a suc- 
cessful sire of stakes winners.

This Is About Our Stakes Winners 
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Handicaps and the Weight Problem 


ENJAMIN F. LINDHEIMER, executive di- 

rector of Arlington Park and Washington 
Park, always bold and aggressive toward the 
problems of racing, last week announced: 


The past five-year period has seen a great 
increase in the number and value of stakes 
and handicap races throughout the country. 
As a result thereof, there has been consider- 
able discussion as to the practicability of es- 
tablishing high and minimum weights in the 
valuable and important handicap races of- 
fered today. After several conferences with 
the handicap board of Arlington Park, it is 
our opinion and judgment that the following 
policy be pursued in handicap races in the 
hope that it will bring about an improvement 
of handicapping practices in the interest of 
all concerned in racing. 

The maximum weights in all handicaps, up 
to and including one mile,. will be 182 pounds, 
minimum weight, 100 pounds; maximum 
weights in all handicaps over one mile, 130 
pounds, minimum weight, 100 pounds. In no 
handicap race shall the high-weighted horse, 
according to the present scale of weights, ex- 
ceed the weight carried by another horse by 
more than 20 pounds. Fillies and mares may 
be given scale sex allowance. 


This is the limited handicap of which we have 
heard a considerable amount of discussion in re- 
cent years. We are glad that Mr. Lindheimer has 
made bold to give it a trial. We presume that he 
will continue to regard it with the eye of an ex- 
perimenter and will form his final judgment on 
the basis of actual results, with the good of the 
Turf in general as his standard of judgment. 

In actual practice the 20-pound limitation in 
the weight range does not represent much of a 
departure. Our many handicaps of recent years 
were nearly all within a 30-pound range for the 
complete list of weights, covering all horses nom- 
inated, and generally within a still smaller range 
for the actual starters. America for many years

has had the sissiest handicaps in the world. They 
are not handicaps at all as compared with such 
famous races as Australia’s Melbourne Cup (two 
miles) and England’s Cesarewitch (2% miles), in 
either of which the weight range may be 50 
pounds or more. 

The experiment of bringing the range down to 
20 pounds will, however, serve to focus new at- 
tention on an old problem which has proved so 
vexatious that sometimes over long periods we 
forget about it entirely. We long ago gave up 
weight-for-age races because the best horse had 
too much advantage in them. We replaced them 
with handicaps, and now the handicap is in disre- 
pute because the best horse does not have enough 
advantage. Where we shall find the best solution 
remains to be seen, but certainly we should not 
stop looking. 

THE BLoop-HorsE holds the feeling that our 
principal difficulty lies, not in the fault of any 
one type of race, but in the fact that we have too 
few types of races, too little variety. We have very 
little distance racing, for instance, and added fur- 
longs always mean new hazards for old cham- 
pions. We have comparatively few penalties-and- 
allowances races, and we do not make full use of 
the female racing talent available. There are 
strong reasons why these conditions prevail, but 
when we are reduced to the expedient of reducing 
the weight range in handicaps to 20 pounds, per- 
haps the reasons need to be re-examined. 

There is another possibility in the field of 
handicaps, not yet tried in America, as far as we 
know, but quite commonly used in Italy. There 
are descending handicaps, in which the maximum 
weight is fixed but not the minimum, and ascend- 
ing handicaps, in which the minimum is fixed, but 
not the maximum. Ascending handicaps would 
be found useful in providing opportunities for 
second-flight horses since the best performers 
would be given prohibitive weights. 

The peculiar uniformity of American racing 
tends to make variety of race conditions difficult 
to achieve. But this difficulty should be counted 
as a challenge, not as a barrier.

Decline and Fall 
the Empire Handle 


Many for the Books 


NEw York, June 30 

NE thing can be said for the first week of the 

Empire City meeting at Jamaica. It was the 
most comfortable week of racing this onlooker 
has experienced in New York since Saratoga last 
operated at the old stand. The reason was that, 
instead of the crowds of 30,000 to 55,000 which 
jammed the plant in the spring, there were on 
hand only from 17,000 to 30,000 citizens, and the 
ones who stayed away were evidently those who 
used to stand in the aisles. It was possible to 
move about a bit without treading on unoffending 
strangers, even on Saturday, and it was nice, too, 
to go to the races without hearing anyone say, 
“Racing is getting too big.” 

Unfortunately, those who stayed in town did 
not send their money out, and even those who 
came in many cases bet it with some of the book- 
makers in residence, so the handle fell off calam- 
itously, and eventually this is going to breed trou- 
ble. Your guess is as good as mine as to when 
the bottom is to be reached, but the rate of de- 
cline seems quite speedy. There are five more 
weeks of racing at Jamaica, the last two of which 
were evidently planned so that any one who at- 
tends the Keeneland sales won’t miss anything. 
These are under the auspices of the Saratoga 
Association and no stakes are offered. Thus any 
respectable horses in action will be in action 
somewhere else, and the others will be resting for 
the upstate meeting. It ought to be possible to 
get through the entire two weeks without bring- 
ing out a really good horse. 


A current pastime is guessing the average han- 
dle at upstate Saratoga. The lowest guess heard 
by this eavesdropper is $250,000, which curdles 
the blood. It will probably be higher—this on- 
looker would settle for no less than $500,000— 
but there is a growing fear that this will be the 
last year under the elms. 

No one seems visibly excited about it, but New 
York racing just now offers the spectacle of all 
of the gains of the last two or three years being 
lost in a summer. The track heads, belonging to 
the snuff-at-the-guillotine school, are making no 
outcry, and horsemen will not take the matter 
seriously until purses are cut.

Harry Payne Whitney bred 10 such 
winners, but one was a steeplechaser. It is aw- 
fully tiresome to have to explain this tie-that- 
isn’t-a-tie, and it would be easier if Bonnie Beryl 
would go ahead and break it. 


Limited Handicap 


F Assault had run in the Empire City, he’d 

have had to give a maximum of 14 pounds, 
plus sex allowance. But Armed, running in Chi- 
cago a little earlier, had to give nearly 30 to 
some of his opponents, and in theory at least 
might have given more. It has never been ex- 
plained to everybody’s satisfaction why a 2-year- 
old or 3-year-old is allowed to reap the full bene- 
fit of his superiority, while 4-year-olds and up 
must give their ascendency away through weight. 

So it was with a good deal of pleasure that this 
bystander noted that Ben Lindheimer had finally 
put an end to this foolishness at Arlington Park, 
with a flat statement that no handicap there 
would have a weight spread of more than 20 
pounds. This may throw out a few horses, but if 
they’re more than 20 pounds from the top they 
have no business in. Whether racing secretaries 
will adopt this plan elsewhere, deponent cannot 
say. But if they do not they can kiss the top 
handicappers goodbye as soon as the Arlington 
meeting opens every year. 

This onlooker isn’t privy to all of Mr. Lind- 
heimer’s plans, but the notion here is that there 
ought to be two kinds of handicaps. Good horses 
ought to have their opportunities, with a limited 
weight concession. But this being attended to, 
there seems no reason why minor stakes could not 
be run under actual handicap conditions. In 
other words, a track would guarantee a reason- 
able number of high-priced opportunities for the 
best horses, under limited handicap conditions. 
With this attended to, it could offer other cheaper 
stakes and, if someone got covetous and put a 
really crack horse in one, put the grandstand on 
him. 


Compromise 


UST before the racing began at Jamaica Satur- 

day, William Helis got to counting up and 
found he had seven horses running—one at Ja- 
maica, two at Arlington, two at Suffolk, and two 
at Monmouth. He was asked if he would settle 
for three wins. He said no indeed, he would set- 
tle for five. He got four—Tidy Bid at Jamaica, 
*Olympic Zenith at Suffolk, Miss Kimo and Rip- 
pey at Chicago. On the home grounds in New 
Jersey, both starters ran out of the money. 

Incidentally, Pericles was put in two or three 
races last week but none of them filled. He is 
apparently ready to run again, and there is a dis- 
position to let him have at least one crack at 
stakes competition.

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THINGS AND PEOPLE 


Earl Simpson, West Coast horseman, has been 
appointed manager of Fred Browning’s Cresson 
Farm at Cresson, Texas. Bud Burmester re- 
ports that Mr. Browning “is nursing a slightly 
injured left ear, sustained when his *Colorado 
Lad took a playful nip as Browning and some 
friends strolled by the stallion’s pasture.” At 
Hamilton Park in England one day last month 
Jockey Peter Maher, about to ride a horse called 
Senor Brume, put out his hand to give the horse 
a pat on the head, drew it back with a piece of his 
index finger missing. 


W. Averill Harriman, former ambassador to 
Russia, used to race and breed Thoroughbreds on 
a small scale. Last summer he and his daughter, 
Kathleen, attended a Moscow banquet along with 
Premier Josef Stalin, saw newsreel pictures in 
which the Red army chief of staff was mounted 
on a beautiful black stallion named Fact.

TORONTO, June 22 


ITH 28 days of racing completed on Toronto 

tracks, a better picture of what 1946 holds 
for racing in the Dominion is now to be had. 
While in New York it is reported that wagering 
is down though attendance is up, such is not the 
case in Canada. Or not -in Toronto, at least. 
Though the tracks do not give out official wager- 
ing or attendance figures it is known that at all 
the Toronto tracks the wagering for the 28 days 
was up at least 10 per cent and the attendance 
about the same. The spending spree is still on 
in the Dominion. 


In Winnipeg, where the sport has been strong 
for years, thanks to the guidance of R. James 
Spears, the public has responded well, though the 
meeting there has only been briefly under way. 
No doubt the Pacific Coast will come up with 
equally encouraging figures. 

Dufferin Park, the smart little half-miler 
snugly located in the residential district of To- 
ronto, had the limelight for two weeks, and with 
almost perfect weather the patronage was amaz- 
ing. They had 23,000 in for each Saturday, and 
those were not inflated figures, as 20,000 pro- 
grams were sold each day.

Youth is having its fling in our Canadian rid- 
ing. The old-timers are finding it hard to hang 
on, are not getting as many mounts as usual, and 
are finding that trainers prefer the husting 
youngsters. 

One of the features of the recent meeting of 
the Incorporated Canadian Racing Association 
was the election to office as director of William 
Brown Hendrie of Hamilton, nephew of the late 
George M. Hendrie. The new director, who had 
a splendid record in the war, conducts a breeding 
establishment near Hamilton. The action of plac- 
ing a Hendrie on the board carries the name of a 
great racing family, one that has done much for 
racing and breeding in the Dominion. Young 
Hendrie is thoroughly schooled in the Thorough- 
bred sport and should be a valuable addition to 
the racing picture of Ontario. 

At the same I. C. R. A. meeting the application 
of the Ascot Turf Club, Ltd., for membership was 
approved. This association will stage an 11-day 
meeting at the Fort Erie track late in July.

Equine Encephalomyelitis 

A case of suspected equine encephalomyelitis 
(sleeping sickness) was reported recently to the 
Department of Animal Pathology, Kentucky Ag- 
ricultural Experiment Station, and was confirmed 
as such after a laboratory examination by Drs. 
W. W. Dimock and D. W. Bruner. The animal in 
question was a mule owned in Shelby County, Ky. 

Dr. Dimock, head of the department, commented 
that although it was not necessary that each horse 
and mule in Kentucky be vaccinated against the 
disease, horsemen should be on the lookout for 
symptoms among their animals. Brains of sus- 
pected animals should be examined in a laboratory 
to confirm the diagnosis, so that measures can be 
taken to prevent an outbreak of the disease. 

In a coming issue of THE BLoop-Horsg, Dr. 
Dimock and Dr. Bruner will discuss equine en- 
cephalomyelitis, it incidence, and its prevention.

Jule Fink Selling Out 


Jule Fink, of Cincinnati, who has been known 
in racing principally for his considerable betting 
operations, has arranged with the Fasig-Tipton 
Company to sell his racing stable by auction at 
Saratoga on the morning of Saturday, August 17.

“Mr. Fink,” says the Fasig-Tipton Company’s 
announcement, “recently enlarged his outside in- 
terests and due to the fact they will require more 
of his time, he is retiring from the racing end of 
the business. On a recent trip to Lexington, Mr. 
Fink inspected several breeding farms with a 
view towards the purchasing of one in the near 
future.” 
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* Jacopo Moves to Virginia 


N November of last year it was announced that 

the stallion *Jacopo had been sold by Marshall 
Field and Arthur B. Hancock to a syndicate of 
three Virginia breeders, Kenneth N. Gilpin, Mrs. 
George L. Harrison, and Howell E. Jackson, each 
with a one-third interest, possession to be given 
after the 1946 breeding season. On June 27 the 
18-year-old stallion was shipped from Claiborne 
Stud, Paris, Ky., to Mr. Gilpin’s Kentmere Stud 
at Boyce, Va. 

*Jacopo, a brown horse, foaled in 1928 at Lord 
Derby’s place at Newmarket, England, but raised 
in Ireland, is by the Derby winner Sansovino (by 
Swynford—Gondolette) out of Mr. Field’s re- 
markable producer Black Ray, by the St. Leger 
winner Black Jester. He won the first three of 
his four races at two and in the fourth was beaten 
narrowly by Dr. Dolittle, which was receiving 
four pounds. He was ranked at the top of the 
2-year-old Free Handicap (even with Portlaw), 
and because of the obvious implications of stam- 
ina in his pedigree was favorite for the Derby. 
His 3-year-old career, however, was a series of 
misfortunes, the most notable of which was a se- 
vere illness which apparently poisoned his sys- 
tem for a considerable period. He ranked, never- 
theless, among the best horses in England at 
three and four. 

He entered the stud at Claiborne in 1933, and 
his first ten crops of foals through 1945 had won 
888 races and earned $1,182,684 in America. His 
most distinguished get have been fillies, including 
Jacola, Dixiana (which raced in France), Dam- 
aged Goods, Up the Hill, and Cocopet. 

Along with *Jacopo went a number of mares 
and foals from Claiborne Stud to Virginia breed- 
ers, three cars in all. A carload of mares had been 
shipped ten days earlier to Morven Stud at Char- 
lottesville. 


Wacasey Idle Hour Superintendent 


Ambrose (Bruce) Wacasey, an employee at Col. 
E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour Farm, Lexington, since 
1930, has been named superintendent and will as- 
sume duties relinquished by Olin Gentry, former 
manager, who resigned effective July 1. Wacasey, 
a native of Texas, will be assisted by G. A. 
(Toney) Esposito, another veteran Bradley em- 
ployee. The announcement was made by Thomas 
Bohne, member of a committee in charge of 
the farm’s operation. James W. Smith will con- 
tinue as trainer of the Bradley racing stable, as 
in the past. 

Colonel Bradley is reported to be resting well 
at the farm following an operation performed 
last month. 


Sir Marlboro Dies 


Sir Marlboro, 10-year-old son of *Swift and 
Sure—Mad Delight, by Mad Hatter, which en- 
tered the stud last spring at Leslie Combs II’s 
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Spendthrift Farm, at Lexington, died at the farm 
on June 28. Death came without warning, and 
results of a post-mortem were not immediately 
available. Sir Marlboro, a $300 ugly duckling 
of the yearling sales ring, had raced principally 
for the Canadian horseman Conn Smythe, and in 
seven seasons won 30 races and $51,885, including 
the 11%-mile Tropical Handicap, in which he set 
a track record, and the 1%.6-mile Miami Beach 
Handicap, in which he set a track record on the 
grass. At the time of his death he was owned by 
Mrs. J. Eitinger, under whose colors he finished 
his racing career. 


Seven Hearts in Training 


J. Graham Brown’s Seven Hearts, which was 
bred to about 20 mares this spring, has been re- 
turned to training at Arlington Park under 
Trainer Milt Reiser. The Westchester Handi- 
cap winner was retired from racing in the spring 
of 1945 and covered two mares, one of which 
foaled this year. He benefitted from the year’s 
layoff from racing, Douglas M. Davis reports, 
and shows no signs of soreness. Bookings for the 
1947 breeding season have been made on a tenta- 
tive basis, since he may continue to race next 
year.

Charles H. Berryman Dies 


Charles H. Berryman, 79, who had been man- 
ager of James B. Haggin’s Elmendorf Farm, 
Harry Payne Whitney’s farm in Fayette County, 
and Henry Oliver’s Poplar Hill Farm, died at his 
home at Lexington on June 28 after an illness of 
several years. During the time he managed El- 
mendorf Farm, a period covering more than a 
decade, he also was associated with Mr. Haggin 
in the construction of the Ben Ali Theater at 
Lexington and in the establishment of the first 
large-scale dairying operation in central Ken- 
tucky. 

Later he operated a Thoroughbred breeding 
farm of his own, and had in the stud Ballot, 
among the leading sires of the time. It is re- 
lated that late in 1921 he attended an auction 
sale of Thoroughbreds with Thomas C. Bradley, 
Lexington racing official and banker, and caused 
him to buy the mare Rustle, one of a Missouri 
consignment which was being sold very cheaply. 
“Buy her,” advised Mr. Berryman, “and I’ll give 
you a season to Ballot.” With that incentive Mr. 
Bradley bought the mare, which at the time was 
in foal to Mentor, an obscure stallion. Next spring 
she had a chestnut foal by Mentor which devel- 
oped into the noted Wise Counsellor. 

Besides being active in the horse business, Mr. 
Berryman was prominent in civic affairs and 
other interests, and from 1915 to 1917 was post- 
master at Lexington. He also served as chief 
deputy in the office of the internal revenue col- 
lector at Lexington, and was president of the 
Phoenix Hotel Company. In later years he di- 
rected the construction of two Federal housing 
projects at Lexington, and was chairman of the 
Lexington Municipal Housing Commission. 

Mr. Berryman was a native of Woodford Coun- 
ty, Kentucky, and in 1891 married Miss Louisa 
Brownell, of Little Compton, R. I. Mrs. Berry- 
man and their only son, Brownell Berryman, a 
racing secretary, died within a few hours of each 
other in 1934. Survivors include a daughter, 
Mrs. Baylor Van Meter, of Lexington. 


Philpot Training War Knight 


Hurst Philpot has taken over the training of 
Miss Ethel Hill’s War Knight, which was sad- 
dled for his victory in the Santa Anita Handicap 
last winter by Charles Leavitt. Philpot trained 
the horse when he won the Arlington Handicap 
in 1944. War Knight is a nominee for the Holly- 
wood Gold Cup of July 27, but is reported not well 
advanced in training. 


Saratoga Tax Cut Suggested 


The Saratoga Springs, N. Y., common council, 
asserting that the recently imposed county tax of 
5 per cent on pari-mutuel betting will be detri- 
mental to both the city and county, has asked the 
county board of supervisors to reduce the levy to 
2 per cent, on the ground that a 5 per cent tax 
would “react unfavorably” to racing at Saratoga.

Catalogues for the two principal yearling sales 
series of the year, those at Keeneland Race 
Course, Lexington, and at the Fasig-Tipton Com- 
pany paddocks at Saratoga Springs, N. Y., have 
been mailed to prospective purchasers.

Lindor Wins Grand Steeplechase 


The 5-year-old chestnut horse Lindor, by Mon 
Talisman—Lady Chatterley, by Rialto—Shame- 
less, won the Grand Steeplechase de Paris at 
the Auteuil course, Paris, on June 23. Fortina 
was second, Hahnhof third, and Garde Toi fourth. 

Lindor was 7 to 2 in the betting and the race 
was worth 1,000,000 frances (about $8,400). He 
was bred by his owner, Jean Stern, and trained 
by H. Delavaud. Dryas, the favorite, fell at the 
first jump. 


Racing Secretary Fred Burton did a splendid job of handicapping at Arlington Park for the Equi- 
poise Mile of June 26. With a spread of 26 pounds between Armed, the topweight at 132, and Old 
Kentuck, at 106, nine horses in the field of 12 were bunched closely enough at the finish to be cov- 
ered by the well known blanket.

American Blood Crosses the Channel 


CABOURG, France, June 25 


HE French invasion of English race courses 

produced remarkable results in the short space 
of a fortnight. While it must be admitted that 
Marcel Boussac laid his plans with extraordinary 
foresight, great credit should be given to his 
trainer, Temblat, more so, seeing that an epidemic 
has hampered the preparation of his string since 
early in the year. A word must also be said for 
that master of the trainer’s art Harry Harper, 
who had the unenviable task of keeping the com- 
petitors up to the mark after they arrived at 
Ascot. I need say nothing about the riding of 
Elliott whose reputation needs no bouquets from 
me. 

A particular point which must be stressed was 
the influence of American blood in more than one 
of the winners, blood which debars a number of 
the highest-class French-bred winners from in- 
clusion in the General Stud Book, the superiority 
in the blood of the winner of the Gold Cup prov- 
ing that it is not always sprinters which are 
produced from this source. The French victories 
will cause breeders across the Channel to do some 
thinking, but will bring very natural joy to their 
American confréres. 

Marcel Boussac has from the earliest days, some 
25 years ago, when he took up breeding, used 
American blood. Probably 60 to 70 per cent of 
his stud is composed of mares and stallions not 
eligible for entry into Messrs. Weatherby’s vol- 
ume. It came about in this way. When the 
American owner-breeder Henry Duryea, who won 
the Epsom Derby in 1913, died, his widow carried 
on the stud in Normandy for several years. I 
went there to have a look at *Durbar II and Irish 
Lad in 1920, when the lady’s health broke down. 
Some few years later Mr. Boussac selected the 
best mares and a deal was completed which he 
has never had cause to regret, for despite their 
so-called tainted origin, their descendants have 
brought him phenomenal success on the Turf. 

The run of winners started off when Ardan 
took the Coronation Cup at Epsom on Thursday, 
June 6. This horse is eligible for entry in the 
G. S. B., being by the home sire, the unbeaten 
Pharis, which son of Pharos was stolen by the 
Germans in 1940 and only returned to France in 
the spring of last year, when Mr. Boussac had 
reserved a few mares for him to cover. The dam 
of Ardan, Adargatis, also bred by Mr. Boussac, 
won for him the Prix de Diane (French Oaks) at 
Chantilly in 1934, and is a daughter of Astérus 
(by *Teddy) from Héléne de Troie, by Helicon 
and Lady of Pedigree, by Saint Denis (St. Simon).

uffice it to say he was of the highest class, al- 
though as a 2-year-old in 1943 he played second 
fiddle to his stable companion Priam to whom he 
was runner-up in the Grand Criterium over a 
mile. At three years of age he carried off all 
his important engagements up to and including 
the French Derby. He was first past the post in 
the Grand Prix de Paris but unfortunately rele- 
gated to third position for swerving. When tn 
his last race of the season, the Prix de l’Are de 
Triomphe, he went under to the 38-year-old filly 
Nikellora he was evidently suffering from his 
strenuous season. When Doyasbére got off him 
he said that he had run with none of his usual 
dash and fire. Before going to Epsom he had 
scored in good style this year. 

The next success came 48 hours later, when 
the 6-year-old Marsyas won the White Rose 
Stakes at Hurst Park. This fine staying son of 
the English stallion Trimdon, twice winner of 
the Ascot Gold Cup, is out of the 14-year-old 
mare Astronomie, also bred by Mr. Boussac. An- 
other daughter of Astérus, she is out of Likka by 
Sardanapale from Diane Mallory by Nimbus. He 
is also eligible for the G. S. B., has a great rec- 
ord on the Turf in France and incidentally is for 
sale. 


Victories at Ascot 


OW we come to greater triumphs at Ascot, 

beginning on the first day of the meeting, 
Tuesday, June 18, when Field Day, running in the 
name and colors of the Ali Khan, who had recent- 
ly purchased the colt from Baron de Waldner in 
France, where he was bred, carried off the King 
Edward VII Stakes.

son of Pharos, was bred in France by the late 
Joseph E. Widener, who raced him at two and 
three years of age with considerable success. A 
good-class horse, he defeated Mieuxcé comfort- 
ably in his first and second seasons. Fastnet is 
out of *Tatoule, by Alcantara II from Titanite, 
by Sardanapale from St. Astra, by Ladas and St. 
Celestra, by St. Angelo from Astrology. At the 
end of his 3-year-old career he was sold to Edward 
Esmond and sent to India, where he won the 
Viceroy’s Cup and other good races for his new 
owner. Returning to France in 1939, he proved a 
good stallion and stood at the Haras de Varaville 
for five seasons during the war. Field Day was 
bred by the late Edward Esmond out of Foxtail 
(1936) by Foxhunter, winner of the Ascot Gold 
Cup, from Shrewd, by Bruleur and Shrove, by 
Pommern. 

The next afternoon the French horse Sayani 
failed with top weight of the 3-year-olds in the 
Royal Hunt Cup, but on Thursday there was a 
unique happening in the Ascot Gold Cup, 2% 
miles, when three French horses out of the seven 
runners filled the first three places passing the 
judges: Mr. Boussac’s unbeaten Caracalla beat 
Chanteur by two lengths, with Basileus five 
lengths away third, the son of Victrix running in 
the name and colors of Jean Couturié for the 
account of the executors of the late J. E. Widener. 

Caracalla, bred by his owner, is by Tourbillon 
(son of *Ksar) and is not eligible for the G. S. B. 
Caracalla’s dam is Astronomie, and he is there- 
fore a half-brother to Marsyas. He remains in 
training and, all going well with him, he will 
probably be seen in the field again next year.

race, the previous ones being Gladiateur (1886), 
*Mortemer (1871), Henry (1872), Boiard (1874), 
Verneuil (1878), Elf (1898), Maximum (1908), 
and Massine (1924). 


Previously the same afternoon Coaraze in the 
Boussac colors had been runner-up in the Rous 
Memorial Stakes. The 4-year-old, winner of last 
year’s French Derby, was carrying the full pen- 
alty so that the performance of the son of Tour- 
billon and Corrida was an honorable one. 


Mr. Boussac’s success in the Gold Cup placed 
him at the head of the winning owners list in 
England with gains of £10,606, but he was ousted 
later in the day by Sir Alfred Butt, who won a 
race which put him in the lead with over £11,700, 
Mr. Boussac easily gained the first position once 
more on Friday when he won two races. 


Three Wins the Last Day 


N the fourth day of the meeting French-owned 

and bred horses secured three out of the six 
events. Mr. Lieux’s 33-year-old Sayani won the 
Jersey Stakes, thus avenging his defeat in the 
Royal Hunt Cup.

As in the case of Caracalla, he car- 
ries American blood in his veins, so is not eligible 
for admission to the G. S. B. His dam, Djezima 
(1933), also bred by Mr. Boussac, is by Astérus 
(*Teddy) from Heldifann, by *Durbar II (Rabe- 
lais) and Banshee, by Irish Lad. He retires to 
the stud next season at a fee of 400 guineas and 
as in the case of Ardan there is a waiting list. 
This fine horse would be just the sort to make a 
successful stallion in the U. S. A. Mr. Boussac 
had already won the Hardwicke Stakes with 
Goyesecas (1932) and Corrida (1936). 

To wind up the series of French victories, 
Elliott took Marsyas to the front from the off in 
the longest race in the English calendar, the 
Queen Alexandra Stakes, 2% miles, and led all 
the way, despite carrying the full penalty of five 
pounds, to pull up six lengths ahead of another 
French horse, Urgay. I have given details of his 
breeding earlier in this article on the occasion of 
his victory at Hurst Park.

has won this season. 

I shall be curious to see how the English sport- 
ing press reacts to the debacle. Very little prom- 
inence is now given in the sporting press across 
the Channel to racing and breeding in France, 
despite its influence on English racing and breed- 
ing. Most people will remember that in 1939 up 
to the end of June French-bred horses raced in 
England carried off 12% per cent of the total 
stakes allotted and this time is fast coming back 
again. As soon as traveling facilities become 
more normal no doubt the number of French 
horses sent over will increase. 

Much more publicity is given to Dominion rac- 
ing than to French, although the latter is on the 
doorstep. Between the two wars the necessity 
of reporting French racing was recognized by 
Erglish editors, but times have changed and the 
old newspaper proprietors have passed away and 
the journals fallen into other hands and thus lost 
a great deal of their personality. 


NOTES ON ASSAULT 


NEw York, June 24 
AX HIRSCH laughed at reports that he was 
going to retire when Assault was retired. 
“What would I do retired? Why, I can’t even take 
a morning off to sleep—not that I want to, but 
I’ve tried it and when 4:30 comes I wake up and 
there’s nothing to do but get up. The hardest 
thing in the world to do is to do nothing.” 

The amiable Hirsch had Assault led out so that 
a photographer could take a picture of his fre- 
quently mentioned deformed hoof. The photog- 
rapher frankly admitted he couldn’t see much 
difference in the hooves and Hirsch was sur- 
prised and amused and pointed to a red kitchen 
chair and an old wooden bench near the barn. 
“That’s how much difference there is,” he said. 

The hoof (the right fore) was injured when 
Assault ran a nail into it as a yearling (pawed a 
surveyor’s stake as a weanling, his owner says) 
and the deformity is comparable to an injured 
toe-nail which doesn’t grow properly. The hoof 
is narrower than a normal hoof and instead of 
being smooth and straight in front is slightly con- 
cave and ridged. “It’s the darndest thing I’ve 
ever seen,” Hirsch said. “I don’t know for sure 
whether or not it hurts him: he gallops as though 
it might. Look here.” Hirsch picked up the 
hoof and pointed out a dwarfed, malformed frog. 
“A horse needs that frog for a cushion against the 
shock of his weight when he runs.” He then 
picked up the other fore-foot and pointed out the 
normal frog. 

Back in his box Assault tossed his head impa- 
tiently and nipped at the boy holding him while 
“Yank” rubbed him. “He’s not mean,” Yank said, 
“he just don’t like you to fool with him. I can 
lead him around on a string.” 

Yank, whose real name is Beresford Blackett, 
said a lot more in accents born in the British West 
Indies and in deep affection for the horse. “I 
rubbed a lot of good horses for Mr. Hirsch, Tick 
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On, Gusto, Dawn Play—she win the American 
Derby—and others, but this horse is a great horse. 
No one can beat him but maybe Joe Louis. They’re 
two real champions.” 

For Blackett, who rubbed the mahogany-red 
chestnut on the farm in Texas last winter and 
traveled with him to Kentucky and Pimlico this 
spring, Assault answers to the name “Wolfo.” “I 
had an old pet dog by that name,” Blackett ex- 
plained. 

Assault is big in appetite as well as perform- 
ance. “He eats eleven quarts a day and wants 
more,” Hirsch said. “Then too, he gets a couple 
of ears of corn and other food. The average horse 
eats about eight or nine quarts.” 

But there are other horses in the King Ranch 
establishment, which takes up two barns at Bel- 
mont Park; 33 others, to be exact. “It’s no more 
trouble than if you had four or five horses if you 
have capable help,” Hirsch said. “It takes a little 
more time but it’s no trouble.” 

Hirsch went into a stall and turned a strapping 
colt around. It was Clean Slate, “little” brother 
to Assault. The 2-year-old, however, is bigger 
than Assault which stands 15 hands, 1% inches. 
He has the same dark chestnut color but not quite 
as deep a color as Assault. 


Asked about some clay which was plastered on 
another horse’s lower fore-legs, Hirsch said, “I’m 
just trying it. It’s some clay they sell; it’s sup- 
posed to tighten and act like a bandage. A lot 
of “gyp” trainers use it so I might as well try 
it,” he smiled. —T. R.A.

When Armed last raced in the Chicago area, in 
September, he was on the threshold of greatness, 
and he finished second to Busher in the Washing- 
ton Park Handicap (1% miles in 2:014). His 
next Chicago appearance, in the Equipoise Mile, 
followed a long string of successes that had car- 
ried him to the top in the handicap division, but 
again he went under, and to a performer of far 
less stature than the Mayer filly. 

Witch Sir had run his best races by going to 
the front, and in the Equipoise Mile Jockey Rob- 
ert Campbell hustled him out of the gate and set 
him alongside Tiger Rebel, another which likes 
to take the top. These two alternated in the lead 
while Armed, slow to start, galloped in tenth 
place. At the head of the stretch Witch Sir had 
put Tiger Rebel away (the Brent and Talbot colt 
dropped back to tenth, once his speed was used 
up), Air Sailor had gone to second, Alexis was 
hanging on to third, Old Kentuck had moved to 
fourth, Armed was beginning to run and had ad- 
vanced to seventh. 

Douglas Dodson steered the Calumet gelding to 
the inside, at the head of the straightaway, and 
turned him loose, but scarcely had he started his 
charge than the way was blocked and he could 
not get through. Old Kentuck, in the clear, lev- 
eled on Witch Sir and gained slightly, but the 
Schlosser horse held on to win by three-quarters 
of a length. Armed was shut off until the last 
eighth, when he got free and closed with tremen- 
dous speed, but his move was too late and Old 
Kentuck beat him for second by a head. Armed 
nosed out Air Sailor for third. 


The winner carried 110 pounds, four over-’ 


weight, and got 22 pounds from Armed in actual 
weight, 21 pounds by the scale. Old Kentuck got 
26 pounds. The Walmac horse was saddled by 
Howard (Babe) Wells, who has been very suc- 
cessful in that particular race, having won it 
with Equifox in 1941 and 1945. Last year, when 
it was run in two divisions, he sent Daily Trouble 
out to win the second section, after having taken 
the first division with his own horse. Equifox 
was taken out of training after the Equipoise 
Mile last year because of a leg injury. He did 
stud service in 1945 and 1946. 

Fighting Step, which at 126 pounds carried 
scale weight and was the other highweight of the 
field, was outrun at the beginning of the race 
and made up ground in the stretch, but was in 
close quarters. 

The time of 1:37% was not comparable to Equi- 
poise’s 1:34%, but the fractions were among the 
fastest of the day, and the six furlongs in 1:11% 
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was two-fifths faster than Yesnow’s winning time 
in an allowance race earlier on the program.

Royal Ascot Meeting 
Quite Successful 


But the French Had Little Competition 


LONDON, June 23 
E ASCOT meeting opened on June 18 and 
was concluded on June 21. It was the first 
Royal meeting held since 1939 and was attended 
in semi-state by the King and Queen. The dif- 
ference between this meeting and the meetings 
held at Ascot last year and the year before is that 
it was conducted, as before the war, by what is 
known as the Ascot Authority; on other occasions 
the course has been lent to the Jockey Club by 
the Authority. Time was, as you know, when the 
course was only available for the four-day Royal 
meeting. But public meetings held there during 
the war proved such a success that it is prac- 
tically certain that they will be continued. We 
shall have further meetings this season. The ar- 
rangement seems to be perfectly sound, because 
the character of the Royal meeting will be pre- 
served, at the same time allowing this fine course 
to be used more frequently. 

As far as the public was concerned it made 
practically no difference to them. The stand and 
the strip of lawn which is the Royal enclosure 
was reserved for badge-holders; otherwise the 
stands and paddock were open, as usual, for all 
comers. There was very little ceremony, apart 
from the Royal procession up the course. Men 
wore ordinary day clothes, and women visitors 
were supposed to do the same, although a large 
number of them were beautifully turned out. 
There was food and drink of sorts, a band—in 
service dress—and two club tents on the far side 
of the course. The dominating external circum- 
stance was the rain, which fell intermittently on 
each of the first three days. Attendance was ex- 
cellent and both bookmakers and the Totes did 
plenty of business. The Tote, on Wednesday, the 
19th, turned over about £213,000, which is a lot 
in this country. Prize money was only a little 
less than pre-war; there were, however, six races 
per day instead of seven. 

Reviewed at short range, the class of the ma- 
jority of the horses on view seemed to me to be 
below standard, only relieved by the presence of 
one or two very high class French candidates. 
This would partly be accounted for by the fact 
that neither the Derby winner nor the Oaks win- 
ner was present. If the 1946 Ascot is to be re- 
membered in future years, it is only likely to be 
because of the victory of M. Boussac’s Caracalla 
and the other horses from across the Channel. 
There was otherwise no outstanding winner, nor 
any outstanding feature of the meeting. With 
these reflections in mind, and to give the fullest 
picture of the racing in the shortest space, it 
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may be best if I take the principal winners, one 
by one, with brief details of the races they won. 

Royal Charger, Sir John Jarvis’ 4-year-old 
chestnut colt by Nearco—Sun Princess, by Sol- 
ario. Won Queen Anne Stakes (1 mile), beating 
4 moderate opponents. Prize £1,345. 

Look Ahead, Sir Humphrey de Trafford’s 3- 
year-old bay colt by Signal Light (doing well as 
a sire this season), out of Hydra, by Spion Kop. 
Won Ascot Gold Vase (2 miles), beating Iona, 
which was second in the Oaks. The winner was 
an outsider. He did not run at two years and 
was a maiden. Prize, £1,810. 

Reynard Volant, Sir John Jarvis’ chestnut colt, 
4 years, by Foxhunter out of Flying Shell, by 
Tetratema. Won the Ascot Stakes, a handicap 
(2% miles), carrying 110 pounds. This is a use- 
ful colt in handicap company. He was bred by 
the late Edward Esmond, and had been raced by 
the Gaekwar of Baroda. He was bought by Sir 
John Jarvis a few days before the race. It was 
an interesting event, with 16 runners. Prize, 
£2,439. 

Khaled, the Aga Khan’s 3-year-old bay colt by 
Hyperion out of Eclair, by Ethnarch. Won St. 
James’ Palace Stakes (1 mile), an important and 
valuable event for 3-year-olds. Khaled, who was 
second in the Guineas and who ran well for a 
mile in the Derby, was now racing again over 
his best distance. He outclassed his opponents, 
the best of which proved to be Lord Astor’s Aldis 
Lamp and Mr. T. Lilley’s Radiotherapy. Prize, 
£3,015. 

Field Day, the Aly Khan’s 3-year-old bay colt 
by Fastnet (by Pharos) out of Foxtail, by Fox- 
law. Won King Edward VII Stakes (1% miles) 
for 3-year-olds. Eight ran, including the Derby 
failure, Fast and Fair. The winner, who had not 
run in this country before, was a good favourite, 
and won decisively. Prize, £2,726.

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cinator, by Fairway. Won the Royal Hunt Cup. 
This event is one of the most popular handicaps 
in the country and is invariably the medium of 
much heavy betting. The race is run over the 
Hunt Cup Mile, which is dead straight, with an 
uphill start (the runners cannot be seen for the 
first furlong) and, of course, the stiff finish which 
all Ascot runners must surmount. 

Friar’s Faney was a very easy winner and had 
his race won some way out. Carrying 110 pounds, 
he finished 3 lengths in front of the Irish Derby 
winner, Slide On (5 years, 123 pounds), with 
Poolfix (8 years, 126 pounds), a further two 
lengths away, third. There were 16 runners. 
Poolfix is a very good handicap horse in Ireland, 
but it did not say much for the class of the field 
that he, an 8-year-old gelding, was carrying top 
weight. Colonel Whitney’s Battle Hymn, which 
won the race with such ease last year, had the 
third highest weight, 122 pounds; he ran well for 
half a mile, but that was all. Friar’s Fancy was 
second favourite at 17 to 2 against. Prize, £2,526. 

Neolight, Mr. J. A. Dewar’s 3-year-old brown 
filly, by Nearco out of Sansonnet, by Sansovino. 
This is the filly on which odds were laid to win 
the One Thousand Guineas; she ran well but was 
beaten by Hypericum. Won the valuable Corona- 
tion Stakes (1 mile) for 3-year-old fillies. Cama, 
the Free Handicap winner, was second, but Hy- 
pericum which had to concede 7 pounds, did not 
seem to relish the mud and was unplaced. Seven 
ran.

Hobo, Lord Rosebery’s 4-year-old chestnut colt,

Caracalla's Gold Cup 


HE field of seven in the Gold Cup was rather 

small. We were represented only by three 
horses, all 4-year-olds. These were the King’s 
Kingstone, a fair class performer last season, 
rated 11 pounds behind the Derby winner; Black 
Peter, winner of last year’s Jockey Club Stakes, 
and fourth in Chamossaire’s St. Leger; Wayside 
Inn, winner of a first class handicap last year, 
but beaten in his four outings prior to this, his 
fifth race of the season. This means that we pro- 
duced none of our good four-, five-, or six-year-old 
stayers to meet the French invaders. 

I need write very little about these French 
horses, as articles concerning them have already 
appeared in THE BLoop-HorsE. Suffice it to note 
that Caracalla came here—and left—unbeaten. 
As you know, he won last year’s Grand Prix and 
other important races; I gather that the only bad 
race he ever ran was at le Tremblay at the begin- 
ning of last month, when he only beat Urgay a 
head over 2% miles. Chanteur had finished sec- 
ond to Caracalla in the Grand Prix, last year, and 
had won the Prix Jean Prat (15 furlongs) at

Caracalla is a beautiful colt, with great quality 
and almost faultlessly made. He has a particu- 
larly fine, intelligent head and there is a great 
air about him. He shows a good deal of daylight 
in his walking paces but when cantering and 
galloping moves with wonderful smoothness. Even 
at the end of the race, which was run in condi- 
tions as heavy as I remember for a Gold Cup day, 
he still kept that lovely, sweeping stride. He 
never faltered once and won with his ears pricked. 
After the pacemaker, Faliero, had done his work, 
the running was made by Basileus. Caracalla 
had to beat Basileus in the straight and, after 
that, to hold off the very determined challenge 
from Chanteur. It was a brilliant performance, 
and the winner was given the unusual tribute of 
hand-clapping when he was ridden in to the un- 
saddling enclosure. 

It was most unfortunate that we were unable 
to pit any of our good horses against him, but, as 
I explained in my last week’s message we had 
to concentrate on our two- and three-year-olds 
during the war years, and had practically no 
carry-forward of good class performers at the 
beginning of this season. The St. Leger winner, 


Chamossaire, who remains in training, was un- 
able to run. 

I can only hope that the French success (one 
of several at the meeting) will encourage French 
owners to have another crack at the Gold Cup 
next season and that it will be possible for Amer- 
ican owners to follow suit. Caracalla is not ad- 
mitted to the General Stud Book but he and his 
kind will be welcomed on any English race course 
they may care to honour.

Priam: Marcel Boussac’s 5-year-old bay horse, 
by Pharis out of Djemima. This is the colt that 
gave our Two Thousand Guineas winner, Lord 
Astor’s Court Martial, such a good race in the 
Champion Stakes last year. He now has won 
the Hardwicke Stakes (1% miles) from four mod- 
erate opponents, carrying 138 pounds. Priam, 
who speaking from memory, is a_ half-brother 
to Djebel, is undoubtedly a very good horse at a 
mile. It now seems that he stays 1% miles, al- 
though there was nothing in the race to extend 
him. Prize, £1,643. 

Marsyas. Marcel Boussac’s 6-year-old chestnut 
horse by the dual Gold Cup winner, Trimdon, out 
of Astronomie, by Asterus. Marsyas, who is a 
half-brother to Caracalla, won the White Rose 
Stakes (15 furlongs) at Hurst Park a fortnight 
previously.

King’s Rising Light, and one other, winning by 
six lengths. Marsyas, too, was clapped when he 
was led in. There is no doubt that he is a very 
fine stayer; he certainly looks the part. 

I must reserve comment on the 2-year-olds for 
my next message. It remains for me to add, by 
way of general comment, that the victories of the 
French horses, and also of the Irish sprinter, The 
Bug, gave us great pleasure, even if we were 
disappointed that we had practically nothing to 
put in their races with chances of success. It 
will not do our racing any harm. On the con- 
trary, it will be a stimulus to breeders, owners, 
and trainers to produce and to keep in training 
horses good enough to take on all comers in 1947 
and onwards. 

Meanwhile, we have to face the fact that the 
French have some exceptionally good horses just 
how, and that their owners fully deserved to take 
so many valuable prizes back with them. Of a 
total of £52,610 in first prize money, £12,317 went, 
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or will go, to France. Totalisator business for 
the four days amounted to £685,000. 


Steady Aim Takes the Oaks 


LONDON, June 16 
HE OAKS, which is senior by one year in ori- 
gin to the Derby, produced a smaller field than 
usual, but had a more satisfactory result than 
the Derby. The four best-backed fillies did at 
least finish in the first four places, although these 
places were not exactly as anticipated. Here is 
the result:

Quick Change was a daughter of 
Hurry On and Broderie, by Tracery. 

Sir Alfred Butt, who for many years was ac- 
tively associated with the theatre, is a very astute 
breeder and racing man; his horses, since I re- 
member, have been trained by Frank Butters at 
Newmarket. This was Butt’s first classic success.

Ardan Wins Coronation Cup 


HE Coronation Cup, a conditions event of 1% 

miles, was decided on the Thursday between 
the Derby and the Oaks. This is an event which, 
as you may recall, French and American owners 
have often had their eye on in the past; I think 
that Reigh Count, who won it in 1929, is the last 
U. S.-owned horse to have scored in it. This time 
it was the turn of the French horse, Marcel Bous- 
sac’s 5-year-old Ardan, to win. We had not seen 
him before and were greatly impressed by his 
good looks and his wonderful stride. He is very 
stylish, with a smallish but bloodlike head. Any- 
way, he experienced no difficulty in winning from 
his two solitary opponents—the King’s 4-year-old, 
Rising Light and the 6-year-old handicapper 
Triumvir. He will, I understand, run again at 
Ascot this week.

Another French horse, Boussac’s 6-year-old 
Marsyas, won a long-distance race, the White 
Rose Stakes of just under two miles, at Hurst 
Park on the following day. His chief victim was 
again one of His Majesty’s runners, the 4-year-old 
Kingstone; there were two other runners. The 
breeding and histories of Ardan and Marsyas 
have been very fully dealt with in previous issues 
of THE BLoop-Horse. I can only say that their 
victories on British soil have increased our re- 
spect for the chances of the French team due to 
run at Ascot this week. The success of Caracalla 
in the Gold Cup is almost taken for granted. 

Some of our sporting writers, never happier 
than when running down our own horses, have 
re-started the boring theme that we, over here, 
can no longer breed stayers. Things are so bad, 
it seems, that I am surprised that our friends 
in Australia and New Zealand, to name only two 
importing countries, ever trouble to do business 
with us. It is clear that they will have to look 
elsewhere for stayers. Our home critics, how- 
ever, might at least have remembered that for 
six years we have been deliberatly cutting down

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our races for the 4-year-olds and up; their needs 
have been sacrificed in order to give the fullest 
encouragement to the 2- and 3-year-olds. 

In 1938 we had 372 conditions races for 3-year- 
olds and up, value £243,957; in addition, we had 
559 handicaps, value £214,893. Corresponding 
figures last year, 1945, were 160 (£97,125) and 
269 (£105,320). In 1938 we had 555 races of 
over a mile and under two, against 200 in 1945. 
Again in 1938 we had 51 races of over two miles; 
in 1945 we had 17. As to the actual number of 
4-year-olds and up which ran, I have only avail- 
able figures for 1939 and 1945. These were: 
4-year-olds running in 1939, 583; 1945, 239. Five 
and up in 1939, 782; in 1945, 250. 

These figures tell only half the story, because 
the 3-year-olds are included. If they were ex- 
cluded, it would become apparent that the 4-year- 
olds and up were starved of racing opportunities 
and that those which did race were nearly all 
second- or third-grade performers. 

To return for a moment to Marsyas, it is perti- 
nent to observe that he is a son of the dual Gold 
Cup winner Trimdon. Trimdon is a son of Son- 
in-Law and Trimestral, by William the Third. He 
is one of our cheapest stallions at present, but the 
publicity he has had through the performance of 
Marsyas, together with the favourable impression 
which has been created by his 3-year-old son 
White Jacket, may call attention to his worth; 
the only trouble is that he is now in his 21st year. 
He has four winners to his credit at the time of 
writing, but his stock is likely to do better later 
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in the season, as the more important long distance 
events come along. 

Other staying non-classic sires and their win- 
ners to date include Epigram, by Son-in-Law, 6; 
Felicitation (Colorado) 7; Foxhunter (Son-in- 
Law) exported, 4; Precipitation (Hurry On) 6; 
Tiberius (Foxlaw) 5. My classification is some- 
what arbitrary, I fear, but I have selected sires 
who were notable stayers in their day. I might, 
for example, have included the imported William 
of Valence, but his best performances in this 
country were over middle-distance courses. Never- 
theless, as one of our principal representatives of 
the male St. Simon line, we regard him as being 
likely to sire staying stock. He is in the inter- 
mediate group at present, the average distance 
of his winning stock being 8.26 furlongs. 

The weather continues very wet. It looks as if 
farmers will be cutting their corn before they 
start on their haymaking unless we get a dry 
spell soon. The going at Ascot will be good, but 
it will not take a lot of heavy rain to turn it into 
really soft going. 

Post-script: A 4-year-old filly called Belle Mai- 
son, the property of J. W. Boyle, won a £200 race 
at Lanark, in Scotland, the other day. She is a 
daughter of Fairstone and Malmaison. Malmaison 
was bred in the U. S. A. in 1938 by R. A. Fair- 
bairn, from *Sir Gallahad III and Malvina B., by 
Sir John Johnson. She was bought by Lord Car- 
narvon, who imported her just before the war. 
Belle Maison, whose first success this was, is her 
first foal.

The withdrawal of Assault from the Empire 
City Stakes let a $50,000 purse go rather cheaply 
and seemed made to order for either Natchez, 
which had finished second to the Triple Crown 
winner in the Belmont Stakes, or Windfields, the 
Canadian-owned colt which had been second to 


Winning 
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him in the Dwyer Stakes. But as had happened 
in the Brooklyn and Metropolitan Handicaps 
when Gallorette charged up to win, the Empire 
City Handicap went to a hard-hitting filly which 
stood off the colts in the stretch. 

Bonnie Beryl’s most recent races had been 
against fillies but she had beaten a field of colts 
earlier in the season in taking the first division of 
the Jamaica Handicap. Back at the same course 
again after racing at Aqueduct, Delaware Park, 
and Belmont Park, she turned in a splendid race. 
Though officially her time for the 1346 miles was 
four-fifths slower than First Fiddle’s track rec- 
ord, the Daily Racing Form clocker caught her in 
1:56%%, just one-fifth slower than the record. 

The Belair filly was rated at the beginning as 
Windfields made the pace, with Natchez second, 
but when the Jeffords colt took the lead at the 
head of the stretch, Bonnie Beryl was running 
second.

For the first time in 53 years a New Jersey 
track was offering a race for home-breds—the 
New Jersey Futurity, a revival of the Homebred 
Stakes at the old Monmouth Park course, which 
had closed its gates more than half a century be- 
fore. It drew 11 entries, eight starters, the prod- 
ucts of such New Jersey nurseries as F. Wallis 
Armstrong’s Meadowview Farm, William H. La- 
Boyteaux’s Hop Creek Farm, Joseph M. Roe- 
bling’s Harmony Hollow Stud.

The 
Nuckols family also bred and raced the brilliant 
Littletown which at two twice defeated Occupa- 
tion. 

B. c. by Stimulus—Phara O’Mar. Those who 
have been familiar with the get of Stimulus will 
recognize this colt at a glance as typical of his 
sire’s yearlings. He is medium-sized, with good 
girth and weight. He looks quick, and his stride 
is quick and elastic. His barrel is round and deep 
and the muscling of his hind legs is well devel- 
oped. His joints are also typical of the get of 
Stimulus, and experience has shown that al- 
though they might be faulted by a show ring 
judge, they wear well and need give no concern 
to yearling buyers. 

B. c. by Littletown—Imola. A big, burly colt 
which gives the impression of laziness often asso- 
ciated with high-class race horses. His neck and 
forearm are well muscled, and his barrel is 
strong. He looks like a good doer, and will prob- 
ably have a robust constitution in training. At 
present he suggests the idea that he may grow 
into a colt of good stamina, being taller than he 
is long and having a front end which is very well 
developed. 

Br. f. by Johnstown—Little Witchita. This 

half-sister to the fast Littletown is a very strong, 
lengthy filly of excellent constitution, deep heart 
room, big girth, and clean, strong legs. Her loin 
and quarters are striking, and her stride is 
springy and determined. Looks like a runner that 
will have the constitution to stand a strong cam- 
paign. 
B. f. by *Jacopo—Donna Jo. Is of good height, 
weight and girth, and good quality throughout. 
She gives the impression of developing into a 
filly well endowed with stamina, being slightly 
taller than she is long, having good depth at the 
heart, a stride with a good reach, the hind foot 
overstepping the front, and the hocks low set, al- 
most on a level with the knees. 

B. f. by Fighting Fox—Alwick. Will not please 
those who like a yearling to have a thick-set, ma- 
ture appearance. There is a lot of “come out” 
about this filly. She has a good eye, a short hu- 
merus bone, and good, clean fore legs. The stifle 
and hocks are both low. Her action is low and 
level, and her condition was not too high at the 
time she was inspected, which is all in her favor 
as a racing prospect.

Br. c. by Swing and Sway—Mil. This colt, at 
Hurstland Farm, is a workmanlike sort, of medi- 
um size, good frame, quiet disposition, and good, 
low action. He seemed a lazy customer that had 
no very serious or obvious faults. The records 
kept by THE BLoop-HoRSE give some support to 
the belief that many of the good race horses come 
from the group of yearlings which, while not es-

stream Farm is the property of Mrs. Roy Car- 
ruthers, a bay colt by Chance Play out of the good 
producer Nursemaid. This youngster is not at 
all typical of the big, raking, rawboned yearlings 
which the get of Chance Play frequently are at 
this stage of their development. He is good-sized, 
but much more full-made and much higher in 
quality than one expects in a Chance Play. He 
has a thick, deep body, with large areas of flat 


muscle, stands and walks very well, and has a © 


general air of smartness. I shall expect him to 
do very well, at the sales and afterward.

M. Rose is back at his Birch Nest Farm near Lex-

Elmendorf Farm 


The late Joseph E. Widener owned the beauti- 
ful Elmendorf estate, and used it as a nursery 
for Thoroughbreds which he raced himself. He 
also raced extensive stables in England and 
France, and maintained broodmares in both coun- 
tries, though his main foreign breeding operations 
were in France. This international experience 
and outlook are reflected in the make-up of the 
Elmendorf stud today. J. E. Widener’s son, P. 
A. B. Widener, is the present owner of Elmen- 
dorf, and for the past two seasons has sold the 
entire crop of yearlings, reserving only a very 
few fillies for racing and eventual retirement. 

Elmendorf is managed by Glen W. Tomlinson, 
who is as keenly interested in the agricultural 
management of the place and the feeding of the 
stock as he is in the breeding of Thoroughbreds. 
No effort is spared to supply the stock with the 
best of grain and hay. Mr. Tomlinson makes as 
much of the hay as possible at Elmendorf, feeling 
that hay bought from dealers may be all right, 
but that there is no way of knowing about the 
fertility and mineral content of the soil from 
which it came.

His condition 
is hard, and his size good. He is not a “set” 
yearling, and there is a great deal of “come out 
about him. He has the pointed Fair Play shoulder, 
and his stifle is good and free from his body, with 
a good degree of muscling. 

Eight Thirty—Misty Isle. This colt will prob- 
ably be the most eagerly inspected yearling in 
the Elmendorf consignment. His dam is a beauti- 
ful mare, and is well remembered for her high 
racing class. She was, perhaps, the best filly 
sired by *Sickle. The colt himself is a speedball 
in type, standing on short legs, higher at the 
croup than at the withers, and considerably long- 
er than he is tall. His barrel is heavy and strong 
and his constitution appears to be excellent. The 
pasterns are rather short, a point characteristic 
of many speed horses. The quarters are strong, 
and the muscling at the stifle well developed. 
Nothing seemed to worry him, and his disposition 
seemed to be of the best. This colt should be one 
of the big attractions of the sale. ; 

Eight Thirty—*Never Again II. Of a different 
type from the other Eight Thirty, more angular, 
suggesting less early speed and more stamina. 
His eye is good, his shoulder well laid back, his 
brisket is deep, and he is well muscled round the 
humerus. Back of the elbow is the triangular 
wedge often seen in horses which stay well. He 
has fine length from the stifle to the hock. His 
action is true, and his stride has good reach. _This 
colt will not appeal so greatly to those who judge 
yearlings by their possibilities for winter racing 
as 2-year-olds as to those who prefer good horses 
over longer courses. 

Unbreakable—Fairday. Good-sized, lengthy, of 
ample frame. Suggests the honest workman 
more than the aristocrat. 

Chance Shot—Black Queen. A big colt of fine 
range and long muscling. His height and length 
are about the same, and he is well muscled at 
the humerus and stifle. His stride indicates a 
good reach and the hind foot oversteps the front 
slightly. He is a colt of great possibilities, but 
hardly one which is likely to get “set” very early. 

Roman—Stepwisely. Typical speedball much in 
the pattern of the very fast horses sired by 
Roman. Has big square quarters, short legs, 
and good muscling at the humerus, forearm, and 
stifle. Stands with his legs well under him and 
has an elastic stride, with a good “overstep” and 
a lot of bounce. His constitution looked excel- 
lent, and he seems a good hardy type. 

Roman—*Jezebel II. Another trim racy colt 
which should be quick to come to hand. His 
stride is quick and short, and he has the short 
pasterns of an extra quick horse. The quarters 
are square and the hocks low-set, giving good 
length from stifie to hock. 

Unbreakable—Entwine. Strong all over, es- 
pecially in the neck and loin. The shoulder is 
well laid back, the barrel heavy, the quarters 
square and the tail low-set giving an impression 
of slope to the quarters, which are well muscled 
all the way from the top to the stifle. The hocks 
are exceptionally low, and his walk is resilient. 
This colt has a fine constitution and should do 
well in training. 

Haltal—*Felicia II. Very lengthy, with a good 
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frame and constitution. 
follow,” his muscling being well developed both 
on the inside and outside of his hind legs, and

across his quarters. There is a good swing and 
length to his stride. This colt has a depression 
in the upper part of his face, which is due to an 
operation where the skin was sewed back when 
he was a foal. It is only a scar. 


FILLIES 

Roman—Negation. Is a nice size, has a good 
disposition, and shows very high quality. An at- 
tractive gray, she is trim, well co-ordinated, and 
has an excellent set of fore legs. Has no serious 
faults, and appears to be blessed with a good con- 
stitution. 

War Admiral—Miss Brief. Sure to attract 
lively interest due both to her breeding and in- 
dividuality. She has a very expressive head, de- 
termined and energetic. On the long-muscled, 
greyhound order, but is by no means weedy or 
weak. Her withers are prominent, the shoulder 
blade is long and sloping, and the brisket deep. 
Fore legs are a model of soundness. Her action 
is true, and she looks hard, and active. There 
will not be many fillies more eagerly sought after 
than this one. 

Chance Shot—*Evangelist II. The most attrac- 
tive feature about this filly is her action, which is 
fast and elastic, and her stance is true. She is 
not a big one, but she has a good eye, sound fore 
legs and an exceptionally low-set stifle. 

Chance Shot—Royal Robes. A lengthy filly of 
medium height, strong neck, strong muscling at 
the humerus, round barrel, and long quarters. 
Girth and weight are good and quarters well de- 
veloped. 

Chance Shot—Offensive. Trim, racy, and well 
balanced. Somewhat less than medium-sized, 
built about square, being the same length and 
height and level at the wither and croup. Her 
shoulder has a good slope, her forearm is long, 
the quarters are sloping, and the stifle is low. 

Unbreakable—*Destiny II. A medium-sized 
filly of the light and racy type, with very high 
quality. Slightly over at the knee, often an in- 
dication of durability in training, and her hocks 
are fairly low-set. 

Unbreakable—Blois. A good-sized filly, smooth- 
ly turned, evenly developed. Has the long mus- 
cling of a yearling which still has a lot of “come 
out.” Her stride is free and long and shows a 
pronounced overstep. She is slightly taller than 
she is long, and has well defined withers. Her 
pasterns are long and elastic, a point favored by 
some horsemen as indicating durability in train- 
ing. When standing, her legs are well under her. 

Roman—Black Lashes. Very quick, short, and 
racy. Has a low stifle, is evenly developed 
throughout, looks sure to run, and to come to 
hand very early. Her quality is very high. 

Roman—Fair Weather. Another very quick- 
looking daughter of Roman. She has the short 
legs, round body, strong loin and quarter, straight 
hind leg, quick gait, muscular stifle, and set ap- 
pearance of a very early maturing sort. Her 
shoulder is sloping, the hind legs are straight. 

Roman—*La Roseraie. Slightly less than me- 
dium height, more angular and less highly fin- 
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ished than the two Roman fillies listed above. 
Has a long shoulder blade, prominent withers, 
deep brisket, and short humerus. Her conforma- 
tion suggests later maturity and perhaps more 
distance capacity than the other two Roman fil- 
lies. 

Roman—*Maitresse Royale. Very different in 
type from the neat, set, quick daughters of Ro- 
man. She is big, rangy, very deep through the 
brisket, and has an exceptionally big girth. Her 
withers are prominent, her quarters somewhat 
angular, and her stride low, long, and sweeping. 
Her appearance suggests that she is likely to fa- 
vor longer distances. She looks like business, 
and will be liked by practical horsemen.

Tough whipcord is 
the first impression this colt gives. He is a 
January foal and is more mature-looking than 
most of the yearlings at this date. His head 
bears an unmistakable resemblance to Chance 
Shot’s. The shoulder is well sloped and the end 
of it is sharply angled, as happens so often among 
the descendants of Fair Play. His heart room is 
deep, and his fork is good both in front and be- 
hind. The quarters are muscular and sloping, 
and the stifle is low-set. 

Chance Shot—*Yucca II. A nice eye, prom- 
inent withers, well sloped shoulder, and low- 
set hocks are perhaps this filly’s best points. She 
is rather angular, and it is not very easy to fore- 
see at this stage of her development exactly what 
she will look like when fully filled out.

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for the offspring of *Bull Dog, the principal 
strength of the Coldstream institution lies in its 
mares, and it may be taken for granted that this 
year’s offerings will sell well. 

The consignment this year is marked by uni- 
formity, on a good plane, rather than by the ex- 
cellence of a few outstanding individuals. There 
are 17 colts and eight fillies. 


CoLTS 

Principal interest in the consignment will cen- 
ter, of course, in the colts of *Bull Dog, which 
are a little more scattered as to type than one ex- 
pects of this highly prepotent sire. They will all 
probably rank high on the list of Keeneland 
prices. My own preference among them was for 
a racy, smooth, long-reined, well-muscled, fine- 
boned colt out of the stakes winner At Top, a 
youngster thoroughly typical of his sire except 
for an extra dash of fineness and style. 

This decision is somewhat arbitrary, however, 
for the Wild Waters colt cannot be said to be in- 
ferior to him, and by most horsemen, I believe, 
will be rated at the top. He is also very much in 
the *Bull Dog type, which is not very easily de- 
scribed since it is characterized by no extremes 
but represents rather a nice balance of propor- 
tion. Trim and true-made, the Wildwaters colt 
is a bit longer-bodied than one expects of the 
tribe, and shorter-legged, with stronger forearms 
and shorter cannons than the average. 

The colt out of Gino Patty, dam of the Alabama 
winner Sicily, is fairly long and low, with a flat 
top-line, strongly muscled, with a *Bull Dog 
head and extra good quarters. The one from Al- 
kit, a ig, good-class Stimulus mare, is a rare 
one for a *Bull Dog, and runs back more to his 
maternal grandsire, being deep and wide in the 
body and very strongly muscled. He has the wide- 
browed, masculine head of the Ultimus tribe and 
he walks with an impressive swinging gait, his 
hocks set wide apart. 

The three colts by *Heliopolis are not exactly 
peas in a pod, but they are all fairly small, all 
deep-bodied and wide, strongly developed around 
the hindquarters, and rather fine in bone and 
quality. The Fire Lass and Clickety Clack colts 
are downright chunky, the latter being about three 
ax-handles across the beam. Jeannetti’s colt, which 
has less heft, has especially good shoulders and 
hind legs. He seemed to remind the Coldstream 
manager, Charles Kenney, of Alexis, first of the 
stakes winners by *Heliopolis. : 

The Reaping Reward yearlings usually come 
done up in similar packages—good-looking pack- 
ages, strong, substantial, and durable. The Sum- 
mer Time colt is among the best in the consign- 
ment, a strong, impressive, true-made, tough-look- 
ing fellow, quite short in the back and deep 
through the middle, with an ample supply of 
muscle fore and aft. My Auntie’s son is chunky, 
quick, and thick-bodied, his legs set well apart, 
like the legs on a table. Doggie Pam’s is big, 
growthy, rawboned, long in the body, with an ex- 
tra good set of legs. 

The Rompers colt represents Reaping Reward 
at his best—a fair-sized, long-bodied, wide-quar- 
tered, heavily muscled youngster with an expres-

sive countenance, long, tapering neck, and high 
quality. His shoulder slopes nicely, and his with- 
ers are set so well back that, despite his length 
of barrel, he appears moderately short in back 
and croup. The first foal of the good-class racer 
Navigating is more lightly built than the average 
Reaping Reward yearling and has long pasterns 
which are not typical, but has excellent bone, and 
feet and legs very well set on. 

The sons of Coldstream, like those of Reaping 
Reward, make a very good showing. The one from 
Laila Wild, dam of Flying Wild and Flying Lill, 
is of medium build, with light legs and an excel- 
lent head, very quick-looking. For what it is 
worth, he had a farm reputation of outrunning 
everything in the field. The first foal of the 
Man o’ War mare Spotted Beauty, a thing of es- 
pecially attractive bloodlines, is handsome and 
impressive, with a grand shoulder, high withers, 
extremely short cannons, and more muscle, I be- 
lieve, than anything else in the consignment. The 
Horn colt, another first foal, is big, smooth, good- 
bodied, fine-legged, alert and intelligent. Challo- 
mine’s son, still another first foal, is very solid, 
strong, and smart-looking, with well sloped shoul- 
der, short back, deep, wide body, short cannons, 
straight hind legs, and very fine finish. 

The one colt by an “outside” stallion is a hand- 
some chestnut by Ariel out of Mandalay, by Man 
o’ War, and he is among: the tops. He is power- 
ful and smooth, but the power is distributed, in 
the main, after the fashion of Man o’ War more 
than Ariel, the muscles being long rather than 
bunchy. 


FILLIES 


The eight Coldstream fillies, though they are all 
by comparatively young sires (too young to have 
made reputations as broodmare sires), may be 
depended upon to bring a high average. Most nu- 
merous representation is that of ‘*Heliopolis, 
which has three. Top price among the fillies in 
the consignment may lie between the first foal of 
the stakes winner Medid and the daughter of the 
stakes winner Evening Tide. They are somewhat 
alike, both being lithe, athletic, quick, long in the 
body, alert and smart, with excellent legs and 
a good way of going. The Medid is a bit hand- 
somer, the Evening Tide lighter in general con- 
struction. Perini’s filly is smaller, less pretty, but 
trim and racy, with good legs well set on.
